President Carter prevailed 
regarding Locks and Dam 26 
and a waterway user charge, 
but coupling thé issues put the 
bill in the hands of Sen. Russell 
B. Long, D-La., the Senate's 
most adamant foe of waterway 
charges. 

Sen. Mike Gravel’s Water 
Resources Subcommittee, in a 
mark-up last week, adopted a 
modified version of. Sen. Pete 
Domenici’s~ bill, 5.790, in 
preference to Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson's bill, S.712. 

Stevenson of Illinois had 
called on Congress to authorize 
a 1,200-foot replacement lock 

«and a new dam, saying that his 
bill was drafted as a “limited 
0 address “‘all major 


's bill called for 
replacement of the Alton 
facility,. plus a national user 
charge system which after 10 
years would recover annually 
from the barge lines half the 
last. year’s building and 
operating costs of waterways. 

‘Appearing before the Water 
Resources Subcommittee, U.S. 
Transportation. Secretary 
Brock Adams had said the 
Carter administration wanted 
an 18-month engineering study 
to determine whether it would 
be less costly to rehabilitate or 
replace Locks and Dam 26 with 
a single;1,200-foot lock. 

Adams also_ reiterated 
President Carter's call for a 
waterway user charge, 
preferably a fuel tax rather 
than a segment toll 

Using the Domenici bill as the 
vehicle, .the Grave? sub- 
committee. amended it to ac- 
commodate the ad- 
ministration’s position. 

While it adopted the 
philosophy of a user charge, it 
did so without the specifics. 

The bill, however, as 
amended calls for 100 per cent 
recovery instead of Domenici’s 
Proposed 50 per cent. 

Retaining the user charge 
concept was what sent the bill to 
Long’s Commerce sub- 
committee. If the Gravel 
subcommittee had adopted the 
fuel-tax approach, the bill 
would have gone to Long 
anyway, because he is chair- 
man of the Senate Finance 
Committee as well. 


Ladies’ 
Misses’ 


As called for by Adains the 
day before, the President got 
subcommittee sanction for the 
18-month engineering study to 
test feasible alternatives; for 
Locks and Dam 26. 

Essentially what Domenici’s 
amendment to his bill would do 
is conditionally authorize a new 
lock and dam facility with a 
single 1,200-foot lock while 
taking into account the 18- 
month test. 

Mr, Carter would then report 
to Congress his decision as to 
«whether a major rehabilitation 
or alternative is, feasible. If he 
finds one feasible,, safe and 
reasonably cost 
Congress would have. 120 
legislative days to accept, 
modify or reject his finding. 

The Congressional 
authorization is already in place 
.if Congress accepts the White 
House recommendations to go 
ahead. 

‘The authorization does not 
carry an appropriation figure, 
but committee sources said this 
is not essential at this point. 

Long's Louisiana’ con- 
stituency has a vested interest 
in a vigorious commerce on the 
Mississippi River and. through 
the locks, and dams to ac- 
commodate traffic to and from 
New Orleans, a major port of 
entry and export. 

Sen. Long supports a new 
Locks and Dam 26 but he is 
opposed to a waterway user 
charge. 

“He's totally against it,” an 
aide said, noting that Long 
believes such charges penalize 
the most fuel-efficient and cost 
effective transport system for 
bulk carriers. 

Long last month introduced a 
Senate resolution and referred 
it to'his own Finance Com- 
mittee, calling for a two-year 
study of tax policy relating to 
the entire transportation in- 
dustry. 

Specifically discussing bills 
introduced to levy fuel taxes or 
segment tolls on inland 
waterway commerce, Long said 
in a Senate statement that all 
should be examined to deter- 
mine ‘which is equitable, fair 
and even-handed.”” 

His aide said Long plans 
hearings soon on his resolution. 

Presenting the Carter ad- 
ministration’s position before 
the Senate Environment and 


effective, 


Public Works Committee’s 
Water Resources’ Sub- 
committee, Sec. Adams was 
supported by Maj. Gen: Ernest 
Graves, civil works director -of 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Adams said that, in the in- 
terest of fairness, ‘“‘we believe.a 
fuel tax would be preferable to 
the segment toll” system of 
users’ charges. 

Sen.. Gravel, D-Alaska, 
chairman, ‘told Adams, “You 
have brought somewhat of a 
blockbuster here.” 

Barge operators may. take 
Adams’ testimony asa setback 
while the odd pairing of 
railroads and en- 
vironmentalists could be elated 
by the  administration’s 
position. 

Gravel, however, intimated 
that victory celebrations could 
be premature. He pointéd out 
that his subcommittee does not 
have fuel-tax jurisdiction and 
that chances are “fairly 
remote’’ in the committee that 
does haye oversight—Long’s 
committee, 

Gravel suggested that Adams 
be prepared to~send the sub- 
committee a letter setting out 
analternative to the user tax for 
consideration before final ac- 
tion on Locks and Dam 26. 

The subcommittee completed 
its hearingson the controversial 
issue, winding up with 
spokesmen for the federal 
agencies, 

‘Adams said Congress should 
postpone a decision on repairing 
or replacing the Alton facility 
pending completion of a $10 
million to $15 million 
engineering study to resolve the 
question. 

He said any future 
authorizing legislation should 
prohibit a 12-foot channel on the 
Upper Mississippi River and 
provide for additional economic 
and‘ environmental study on 
transportation needs on the 
Mississippi and Illinois rivers. 

The department's recent 120- 
day study suggests that “‘an 
increase in the capacity of the 
Alton facility will certainly be 
required before the end of the 
century," he said. 

“As a practical, matter, 
however,” he added, “‘a single 
1,200-foot lock should be con- 
structed with either major 
rehabilitation or construction of 
Locks and Dam 26.”

Adams said the ‘ad- 
ministration believes that it “‘is 
no longer in the national in- 
terest to continue direct tax- 
payer support of commercial 
water transportation without 
some form of cost sharing.” 

Although the administration 
is still working out its waterway. 
cost-sharing proposal, Adams 
said its three basic points will 


1. A fuel tax that would in- 
crease in increments over five 
years go full recovery of all 
waterway operating, main- 
tenance and repair costs would 
be recovered at the end of that 
period. 

2. All or some portion of the 
cost of new construction would 
be fecovered over the life of the 
project. 

3. The impact of user charges 
on shippers ‘would be closely 
monitored. 

Cost sharing, he stressed, “is 
obviously a question of great 
sensitivity. The amount and 
manner in which such a charge 
is collected could have a 
significant bearing” on whether 
congress’ would pass the 
necessary legislation. 

“Water transportation should 
join the air and highway modes 
in paying user charges for 
federally provided rights-of- 
way,” Adams said.

Labels will

New canned food labels 
designed for consumer in- 
formation and economy will 
reach supermarket shelves this 
summer. 

The labels list solid contents 
as well as net weight. 

Most major packers will 
begin immediate production of 
the new “solid content’’ labels 
with the 1977 pack. 

By 1978, most full lines of 
fruits and vegetables will have 
the new labels. 

Solid content — the weight of 
the fruit or vegetable “before 
addition of liquid necessary for 
processing” — will be displayed 
on the front and back panels:of 
the new labels, 

The National _ Canhers 
Association’ has urged its- 450 
members to voluntarily adopt 
solid content labeling. = 

It is designed, says ‘the 
association, to give consumers 
a more accurate and un- 
derstandable measure of what 
they are buying. 

The program differs from 
“drained weight’ labeling 
proposals in that it does not 
require the destruction of 
canned food samples to atrive 
at an accurate weight 
declaration. 

Solid content is measured 
during the canning process — 
before the container is vacuum 
sealed.. 

“Drained weight,” the weight 
of solids after the product has 
been processed, can be 
measured only through 
destructive sampling. 

Association-officials estimate 
that the alternative drained 
weight proposal would cost 
canners and consumers an 
extra $94 million annually and 
require the destruction of about 
16 million cans of food. 

Solid content weight records 
will be made available to the 
U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration by the packers.

Goal of prompt trials 


and confinement—O'Neal

Lieutenant Governor Dave 
O'Neal focused on anew “get 
tough on crime” legislative 
program, designed to “add 
speed to the trial process and 
keep dangerous criminals off 
the streets longer,” in his 
remarks here Monday evening 
at the seventh annual Law and 
Order banquet 

Among the bills in the 
legislative package, Lt. Gov 

Neal said, are creation of a 
new class of felonies — Class X 
— providing stiffer penalties for 
committing heinous crimes and 
for. habitual offenders; an 
omnibus hearing system; 
restricted continuance 
procedures and a new statewide 
Defender General's Office. 

About 250 attended the dinner 
at Charlie’s Restaurant. 

The affair is sponsored each 
spring by Granite City Elks 
Lodge 1063 to recognize out- 


standing services afforded ‘the 
public by law enforcement 
officers in the Quad-Cities and 
Madison County. 

Replacing the practice of 
presenting awards to individual 
police departments, Harry 
Taylor, Elks exalted ruler, 
announced a cash gift will be 
presented to the Sherwood 
Youth Camp. 

The camp, located near 
Galesburg in Northwestern 
Illinois, is a youth facility 
operated by the Illinois Police 
Association. 

Exalted Ruler Taylor led the 
pledge of allegiance and 
welcomed the police depart- 
ment representatives, civic and 
political leaders and other 
guests. ‘ 

The Rev. Don’ F.’ Pierson, 
pastor of Nameoki 
Presbyterian Church, offered 
the invocation 

Toastmaster Merle Justus, 
Cahokia chief of police, gave his 


usual “roasting” to veteran 
police chiefs, Ronald J. Veizer 
of Granite City and Ralph D.

Lt. Gov. O’Néal, sheriff of St. 
Clair County for six years prior 
to his election on the state ticket 
last November, said, ‘Crime 

sstill remains a distressing 
problem today. 

“Vefy few individuals are 


able to escape its touch. Many \ 


people are afraid to walk the 
streets at night, and many 
consider it unwise to venture 
out even in, the so-called safe 
neighborhoods. 

“But . .. we have reacted to 
crime by locking ourselves 


‘indoors at night and, in the 


cities, we've reacted by moving 
our homes and businesses out of 
the affected areas. 

“Still we are haunted by 
crime and we are the ones 
paying the bills through loss of 
individual freedoms, through 
higher insurance rates and 
through ever increasing tax 
bills,” the lieutenant governor 
said. 

“The Thompson-O’Neal 
Administration believes it is 
time to get tough on crime.” 

Noting that a legislative 
package “‘has been approved at 
this point by a senate com- 
mittee and sent on for further 
consideration,” the guest 
speaker outlined several bills

proposed by the state ad- 
ministration to “add speed to 
the trial process and keep 
dangerous criminals off the 
streets longer. 

He continued, ‘Governor 
Thompson is proposing tough 
penalties on those who have 
dangerous weapons in their 
possession while committing 
felonies. 

“Statistics regularly disclose 
that crimes committed with 
weapons are on the rise “and 
they must be curtailed,” Lt. 
Gov. O'Neal stressed. 

Under the new Class X 
felonies, offenders would be 
sentenced to mandatory 
minimum terms, ranging from 
six years in prison without 
paroie to life in prison without 
parole 

“Class X crimes would in- 
clude committing a felony while 
possessing a dangerous 
weapon, rape, kidnapping for 
ransom, arson, indecent 
liberties with a child and 
transactions involving hard 
drugs,”’ the lieutenant governor 
said. 


Under the proposed 
legislation, those convicted of 
murder would face a man- 
datory minimum sentence of 14 
years in prison without parole. 

The proposed measures also 
call for any person convicted of 
three Class X felonies on 
separate occasions, after the 
legislation became law, to be 
considered an habitual offender 
and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment upon their third 
conviction, the lieutenant 
governor explained. 

Furloughs for Class X of- 
fenders would be prohibited 
under the bill until 60 days 
before scheduled release, from 
prison and the Parole and 
Pardon Board would have 
authority to determine the 
release date. 

“The. Class X Felony Bill 
would also create a 12-member 
criminal sentencing com- 
mission to weigh the fiscal and 
prison population impact of the 
Class X felony category, to 
suggest additigns to the Class X 
categogy, to\develop stan- 
dardized sentencing guidelines 
and to propose an im- 
plementation plan by March 1, 
1979,” Lt. Gov. O'Neal informed 
the Elks members and police 
officers. 

To speed up the process of 
bringing accused persons to 
trial the ‘Thompson plan in- 
cludes bills to create a Defender 
General's Office, effective July 
1, 1979, replacing the present 
county public defender and 
appellate defender provisions. 

The measure is aimed at 
better coordination of legal 
representation for persons who 
cannot afford to hire counsel, he 
explained. 

“The Defender General would 
be a full-time lawyer, appointed 
by the Illinois Supreme Court 
for a four-year term at a salary 
of $40,000 -a year,’ Lt. Gov. 
O'Neal disclosed. 

He continued, “A Defender 
General’s office would be 
established in each judicial 
district, with all expenses. of the 
offices to be paid by the state, 
estimated between $3 and $5 


. million annually.” 


Other legislation proposed by 
Gov. Thompson and described 
by “Monday ; night’s. speaker, 
includes -establishment of an 
omnibus hearing system for all 
pretrial motions within 15 days 
after a defendant is charged 
and. arraigned, requiring a 
conference between the 


City Elks Lodge 1063 officers and 


after a firm trial date has been 
set by a judge without com- 
petent evidence that an in- 
justice would occur. 

“The second would allow the 
prosecution to move for the 
substitution of judges on the 
ground that the ones assigned to 
the case are so prejudiced that a 
fair trial cannot be obtained. 

“Presently, only a defendant 
may request such a change,” 
Lt. Gov. O'Neal said. 

“Gov. Thompson also is 
supporting criminal justice bills 
already in the. legislative 
hopper,” he said. 

“House Bill 246 would grant 
the state the right to demand a 
jury trial, where now only the 
defendant can make such a 
demand, and House Bill 349 
would allow+the prosecutor to 
obtain a court order for the 
defense to reveal its witnesses,” 

Only the defense can do this at 
the present time, Lt. Gov. 
O'Neal added. 

Other bills dealing with 
provisions for establishing -bail 
adds to conditions the court can 
impose on someone who is 
released on bail, including 
prohibiting those ‘on: bail to 
carry a firearm and illegally 
usé alcohol or drugs, or 
associating with people who do. 

‘Also among the legislative 
proposals, another bill would 
discourage plea bargaining and 
require state’s attorneys to file 
a certified statement with the 
court to explain a decision to 
reduce, withdraw or dismiss 
any criminal charge which 
cal a mandatory minimum 
prison sentence. 

“This legislative program is 
just an example of how the 
Thompson Administration ‘will 
be working to upgrade and 
speed the system of justice,” 
the lieutenant governor con- 
cluded. 

Speaking informally after his 
presentation, Lt. Gov. O'Neal 
told the Press-Record he 
believes “the proposed laws, 
once enacted, will serve as a 
serious deterrant to potential 
offenders.” 

"These proposed laws are 
needed to give our law en- 
forcement officers a few more 
hammers to carry, 

“We expect to s 

drop “in: serious crime when 
these bills become law,” he 
added. 

Although supportive in 
general of the overall measures 
as proposed by Gov. Thompson, 
State’s Attorney Nicholas G. 
Byron said he had reservations 
concerning the constitutionality 
of some aspects of the 
proposals. 

Byron, who is president of the 
Illinois States’ Attorneys’ 
Association, said his- group was 
given the task of revamping the 
state juvenile code and is ex- 
pecting to have several 
measures introduced to effect 
changes in the code: 

“It is a lengthy process,” the 
Madison County state’s at- 
torney noted.

Cataract has claimed the 
sight of one of every seven blind 
persons in the United States 
today. 

The puzzling and tragic 
aspect of this statistic, the 
Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness says, is 
that most of such blindness need 
never occur. 

A contributing factor to 
cataract’s toll is the fallacy that 
loss of sight is an inevitable 
consequence of the aging 
process, and that nothing can be 
done; not so, says the Illinois 
Society.

“Surgery -to remove cataract 
is one of the most successful 
operations performed today.

“Even very elderly patients 
can have cataract surgery if 
their general health is ‘good and 
they have no other eye con‘ 
ditions which could interfere 
with the operation or’ its out 
come. : 

“During the past decade, 
according to the National - 
Institutes of Health in Bethesda, 
Md., many technical im- 
provements have made 
cataract surgery safer and 
more successful. 

“Unfortunately, many people 
with cataract often fear surgery 
unnecessarily. Many are afraid 
of suffefing pain, or they fear 
that the surgery itself will cause 
permanent blindness. Others 
may doubt that the operation 
will restore vision. 

“Elderly patients may fear 
hospitalization, and patients of 
all ages may refuse to accept 
the fact they are losing their 
sight. 

“although these fears are 
usually unfounded, they’ ac- 
count in considerable part for 
the fact that although a suc- 
cessful treatment exists, 
cataract remains a major cause 
of blindness and visual 
disability in our nation.” 

Cataract is a clouding of the 
transparent lens of the eye 
which interferes with vision, 

The lens is that part of the eye 
just behind the colored iris. It 
plays an important role sin 
focusing light onto the retina, 
the tissue which transmits 
visual impulses to the brain. As 
a cataract forms, the lens 
changes from clear to milky 
white and blocks the passage of 
light. 

Cataract occurs most often 
among people over age 55 and is, 
associated with aging. 
However, conditions other than 
aging can also cause ‘cataract. 

Children are sometimes born 
with cataract as a ult of 
genetic defects or other factors 
occurring before _ birth. 
Diabetes and other metabolic 
disorders, radiation exposure, 
and injuries to the eye may also 
cause cataract. 

The spokesman adds, 
present, surgery is the only.” 
method for treating this 
disease. There is no: medical 
treatment available. that will 
dissolve a cataract or prevent 
its development — and 
progression. i 

“Nor is there any. scientific 
evidence that dietary sup- 
plements such as vitamins or 
other nutrients can prevent, or 
Teverse cataract formation.

U.S. Rep. Melvin Price 
(Dem., 23rd Ill.) is advising 
area residents currently par- 
ticipating in the GI Bil 
educational benefits program of 
changes in the payment of their 
benefits. 

The congressman explained 
that regular monthly benefits 
will no longer be prepaid at the. 
beginning of each month after 
May 1977. All checks issued on 
or after June 1, 1977, will 
represent payment for the 
preceding month rather. than 
the currént month.

‘White collar’ 
state—$2 billion a year 


“White collar crime is costing 
Illinois citizens more than $2 
billion a year,’ Attorney 
General William J. Scott told 
the Illinois Senate Executive 
Committee at a mid-week 
hearing last week. 

‘Testfying in support of Senate 
Bill 604, Scott said, ‘Welfare 
fraud by some unscrupulous 
medical clinics, nursing homes, 
doctors, drug stores and fac- 
toring companies is by far the 
worst area of financial crime in 
the state. 

“Medicaid fraud alone is 
costing, the people of Illinois 
tens of' millions of dollars a 
year.”” 

He added, “It’s incredible 
that the attorney general of the 
state has no direct ¢riminal 
authority to investigate and 
prosecute Medicaid fraud, in- 
surance and securities laws 
violations, state-chartered bank 
and savings and loan em- 
bezzlements, tax frauds, 
charitable organization frauds 
and other white-collar crimes.” 

Senate Bill 604 would provide 
the authority Scott seeks to 
prosecute for offenses arising 
out of state taxes, registration 
or sale of securities, and for- 
mation and operation of in- 
surance companies, charitable 
organizations and financial

Our members in the basic steel industry are among the fortunate 5% of the nation’s 
90 million work force who have the protection of full, automatic cost-of-living in- 
creases every three months. Cost-of-living increases to basic steel employees for the 
three-year period April 30, 1977, totaled $1.19 per hour ($2,476 a year for a full 
2080-hour work year). 





Yearly Wages Up $4,000 Plus 


The above pensions are in addition to Social Security. Under an alternative 
percent formula, retirees may receive higher pensions than minimum. 


Presently, many workers are forced to retire early because of disability, long 
layoff or plant shutdown. In such cases, a monthly supplement is added to the 
regular pension until Social Security takes over. This supplement will increase to 
$300 amonth, effective August 1, 1977—up from $230.

The 1977 Settlement marks the second impressive success of our Union in 
bargaining conducted under the -Experimental Negotiating Agreement 
(ENA). As in 1974, this new Agreement was negotiated without the threat of 
an industry-wide strike and the hardships that a strike imposes on employees 
and their families. No member has been laid off because of customer stock- 
piling in anticipation of a strike. ; 

At the end of this contract, the wages that will have been gained under six 
years of ENA settlements will have doubled the wages gained in the previous 
years marked by five industry-wide strikes. . 








Rule of 65 





The new Rule of 65 Pension provides a striking break-through in extending pro- 
tection against loss of income to 20 year employees affected by plant or depart- 
mental shutdown, extended layoff or disability. The first obligation of the com- 
pany will be to offer suitable long-term employment to such employees. 

If the company cannot provide such employment, suchngmtployees will be 
eligible for full pensions with a supplement of $300 a month. 

An employee who is age 41 with 20 years of service who stops work due to 
plant or departmental shutdown, long layoff or disability will meet the Rule of 
65 requirements by the end of two years, when SUB or S&A benefits expire. 





When we started back in 1936 the labor 
fate was 47 cents an hour and the average steel 
wage was 66 cents an hour. Pensions were 
negligible, perhaps $6 per month in some cases. 
No paid holidays, no paid vacations, no in- 
surance; no Supplemental Unemployment 
Benefits; no seniority and no other benefits 
to speak of. ;

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Illinois election ‘nightmare’ seen | 


President Jimmy Carter’s 
proposed Universal Voter 
Registration .Act is “full of 
holes"’ and should nof be made. 
law, it was contended last week 
by ant Illinois spokesman. 

“In fact, if enacted, it will 
create a nightmare for state 
and local election  offitials. It 
will encourage more vote fraud 
and result in more election day 
problems than it hopes to 
solye."” 

That was the opinion voiced 
by. Franklin J, Lunding Jr., 
chairman of the Illinois State 
Board of Elections. He testified 
in Washington before the Senate 
Committee on Rules ahd 
Adminstration, which is 
hearing evidence on the 
President’s proposal. 

Lunding told the committee 
he was expressing the 
unanimous attitude of Illinois’ 
election board and the county 
elerks whose jobs it is to 
conduct elections in the state. 

“We surveyed all 102 
Illinois county elerks and the 
‘0 municipal election com- 
missions and to date have not 
received one letter in support 
of this proposal,” he said. 

Lunding asserted that the 
President's proposal has five 
major deficienciés: 

1. The bill encourages a 
system of dual registration. 

“Most states conduct ‘voter 
outreach programs’ which 

encourage people to register in 
advance of election day. But, 
this proposal eliminates the 
incentive for advance 
registration,” he said. 

He said that the effect of the 
bill would be to eliminate cutoff 
dates for registration. 

“Why have a deadline when 
you can register and vote all at 
the same time?" he asked. 


SAVE $ 200 THIS 


2, The bill dees-not address 
itself to residency 
requirements. 

“At present, theré is a 30-day 
residency requirement so that 
election authorities can process 
voter registration records prior 
to election. Election day 
registration all but eliminates 
this requirement, too.” 

3. The bill does not deal 
properly ‘with voter iden- 
tification and opens the door to 
vote fraud. 

“The use of a driver's license 
has been mentioned as a form of 
identification,” Lunding said, 
“but the bill does not consider 
persons who do not ha¥e such a 
license. 

“Nor does it consider that a 
driver’s license can be easily 
counterfeited.” 

Lunding questoned whether 
any other form of identification 
would be acceptable under the 
porposal — and whether the 
proposed stipulation that only 
one form of identification could 
‘be requested constitutes an 
undue constraint. 

4. The bill has inadequate 
provisions to prevent fraud. 

“We have found,” Lunding 
said, “that people are much less 
apt to cheat if “they think 
someone will scrutinize the 
voting rolls and challenge them 
before election day. 

“Under the proposal, multiple 
voting could easily be arranged 
by having but one piece of 
identification and using it 
repeatedly in the course of an 
election day — with the names 
and records being buried in an 
avalanche of paperwork during 
the day.” 

Lunding conceded that such 
fraud probably would be later 
discovered but, said, ‘‘It will 
already have been perpetrated 


ON 


with voting in more than one 
precinct. As a result, one could 
anticipate. many election 
contests and lawsuits.” Nor 
could fraudulent-registration 
ballots once inside the ballot 
box, be separated ‘from 
legitimately-cast ballots. 

3. The bill could result in 
undue delays and general 
confusion on election day. 

“Tf yoters decide to skip 
advance registration and just 
register and vote on election 
day, polling places could be 
buried under congestion and 
confusion. 

“This would result in 
tremendous delays and burdens 
on election judges, who would 
be required to qualify voters 
and their credentials, and upon 
voters who would be required to 


waif substantial periods of time 
whether they were previously 
registered or not. 

“In addition, election officials 
would never be adequately 
prepared with voting materials 
or machines.” 

Lunding told the committee 
that if the bill is adopted, the 
end result would be ‘‘so 
disruptive to the electrical 
process that it would cause our 
citizens to become even more 
skeptical about the ability of 
government ‘to solve their 
problems. 

“Indeed, in this case, the 
problems ‘would only become 
worse. 

“Tllinois urges you most 
strenuously to reject President 
Carter’s proposed bill,” Lun- 
ding concluded.

“The state legislature should 
give local school districts the 
authority to raise taxes without 
voter approval when the 
legislature fails to fully fund the 
school aid formula.”’ This is one 
conclusion of the new Citizens 
Commission on School Finance 

A 13-member task force 
appointed by the State Board of 
Education to conduct a major 
review of school aid programs, 
the commission is chaired by 
George Morrow, president of 
People’s Gas Co. 

It includes representatives 
with experience in business, 
labor, taxation and agriculture 
The group met last week in 
Chicago to approve a final draft 
of its report for submission to 
the State Board 

In its report, the com- 

mission predicts that 
educational expenditures per 
pupil and in total will continue 
to rise despite declining 
enrollments and the need for 
fewer teachers and fewer 
school buildings 

The commission also urged 

a ‘single state appropriation 
for common school education 
and categorical programs 
creates a distortion and 
frustration of state aid to 
education. 

Among the 39 recom- 
mendations of the commission 
are the following: 

1. minimum Per-Pupil 
Funding —each student in 
Illinois should be guaranteed, 
as a minimum from the state, 
an amount of money to provide 
adequately for his or her 
educational needs. 

At present, school districts at 
the top of the payment scale 
spend four times more per pupil 
than districts at the bottom of 
the scale.

It is asserted that the Sate 
Board should designate a 
minimum amount, assuming 
maximum local tax effort, to be 
guaranteed through the 
Resource Equalizer Formula, 
which would be equal to the 
amount spent per pupil for the 
district ranked at the 75th 
percentile in the state 

2. One Forumula — the state 
should nove toward the use of 
only the resource equalizer 
formula for calculating general 
state aid. 

The existence of two formulas 
under which districts may 
obtain state aid thwarts the 
equalization of educational 
expenditures per pupil by 
allowing some districts to 
receive more under one formula 
than they would under the 
other, it is contended. 

3. Minimum Standard — The 
state should require all ‘school 
districts to evaluate regularly 
the minimum effectiveness of 
programs in reading, writing, 
mathematics, citizenship and 
consumer skills 

Beyond this minimum, the 
state should assist local school 
boards to set unique or higher 
goals on a voluntary basis, the 
commission says 

4. Compensatory Education 
— The state should adopt a 
definition of pupil eligibi 
funding under the 
compensatory educational 
program for low-income 
students that will enable’ 
districts to identify precisely 
the eligible pupils. 

Unless the amount involved is 
negligible, funds for com- 
pensatory education should be 
spent for the direct benefit of 
eligible pupils, it is argued. 

5. District Reorganization — 
The state should provide in- 
centives for tecal school 
districts to reorganize into new 
districts of at least the following 
sizes: elementary, 800‘ pupil 
high school, 400 pupils; unit, 
1,200 pupils. 

No pupil should be required to 
travel more than one hour to 
school and no district should be 
larger than an educational 
region. 

6, Pension Funding — The 
state should establish a com- 
mission to study retirement 
policies and pension funding for 
educational personnel. Among

With overcrowding continuing ¢o plague 
the aged Madison County jail,’ it is 
reassuring that. work is proceeding at 

+ maximum speed on the detailed plans and 
specifications necessary for a call -for 
construction bids on a new jail. 

The bid request is believed likely in June 

‘ or July, enabling much of the concrete 
work to take place before cold weather 
arrives. 

Schematic drawings for the new jail 

‘concept: received state approval in 
February, permitting detailed plans to be 
prepared. Three persons in the office of 
Architect Henry Gabriel are working on 
the massive project along with structural 
and mechanical engineers. : 

Edwardsville and Alton newsmen have 

. been speculating in print that there is some 
kind of elaborate “stall” going on, perhaps 
to await ‘a new federal grant attempt.

U.S. energy plan can cause more problems than it solves 


As additional study is given to current 
federal energy conservation proposals, 
more and more flaws are becoming 
apparent. While the objective of a balance 
between energy supply and need is 
laudable, specifics of the plan would 
discourage exploration and production of 
domestic oil and gas resources — and 
simultaneously are negative toward 
accelerated development of nuclear 
power. The talk of emphasis on coal is 
unaccompanied by actions to make coal 
easier to utilize. 

New yearly energy costs of $60 billion to 
$70 billion in taxes represent a high price 
for consumers to pay while saving only one 
million barrels of oil per day; daily energy 
consumption at present is 
barrels, 

‘The artificial-increase in energy prices 
inevitably would reduce the productivity 
of capital, investment and labor. The 
money would go for non-energy related 
purposes, rather than energy replacement 
and conservation efforts

Regional impacts would vary, with the 
Northeast aided by expanding the gas 
supply there at a price held artificially 
below the cost of other fuels located in 
closer proximity to Northeastern 
consumers. 

Loss of the present free intrastate 
market for natural gas could worsen 
shortages in the Southwest, Mountain and 
Plains states. Higher electricity costs are 
foreseen. And industries, which have made 
impressive gains in energy conservation, 
would bear much of the burden of 
governmentally-forced fuel, employment 
and economic dislocations. 

Studies have shown that natural gas 
taxes and rate adjustments could increase 
industrial gas costs by 50 per cent. Fuel oil 
and crude oil taxes could boost 
manufacturing costs by 15 to 20 per cent, 
and major utility rate revisions could mean 
two-to-three fold rises in electrical costs 
for some industrial users. Substantial 
industrial energy cost changes, of cour: 
flow to consumers through higher prices.

Varied tax 
legislation

Major action on taxation bills 
by. the Illinois General 
Assembly during the past (eek: 

School District Income Tax— 
By a vote of 13 to 6 the House 
Revenue Committee recom- 
mended that school districts be 
allowed to levy an income tax 
after referendum. 

The bill was amended to cut 
back on property taxes by at 
Jeast one-half the amount raised 
by the income tax. It appears at 
this writing that the bilk H.B. 
788, will be held on second 
reading. 

Motor Fuel Tax- Increase — 
H.B. 1260, the bill that proposes 
a raise in the motor fuel tax of 
2% cents per gallon (from 7% to 
10 cents) did not receive enough 
favorable votes by thé\House 
Revenue Committee. Such’ bill 
will be difficult to pass now with 
a huge increase pending at the 
federal level. 

Cigarette Tax Increase — 
H.B. 812, which proposes an 
increase in the state cigarette 
tax rate from 12 to 15 cents per 
pack, was turned down in House 
Revenue Committee by a vote 
of 13 to 8. Estimates as to the 
increase in revenue for the state 
proposed by the bill range from 
$40 to $45 million. 

Coal Severance Tax — S.B. 39 
was favorably voted out of 
Senate Revenue Committee 
after it was amended to apply to 
sales of Illinois produced coal 
sold out of state. The bill 
proposes a tax on such sales of 
five per cent of the value of 
severed coal or 30 cents a ton, 
whichever is greater. 

The amendment raises the 
constitutional question of in- 
terference with interstate 
commerce. H.B. 1511, which 
proposes a severance tax on out 
of state sales of Illinois- 
produced coal of five per cent of 
gross receipts, is in the House 
Revenue Committee. 

S.B. 493 and H.B. 1325, the 
bills that propose that farm 
assessments for property tax 
purposes be on a productive 
basis rather than compared to a 
sales ratio basis, passed the 
Senate and House. 

H.B. 702, the bill that allows 
all counties but Cook to levy a 
property tax of .025 per cent 
(2% cents per $100 valuation) to 


reimburse cofnties for tax 
extension and collections costs 
— as a result of court in- 
validation of a comparable bill 

in 1975 — is on third 
reading in the House. 

H.B. 1974, allowing school 
boards to levy supplemental 
property taxes within 30 days 
after the county receives its 
certified multiplier, would 
violate current law in many 
instances, because final action 
on all levies must be made by 
Dec. 31 of the calendar year, as 
this is the date the books are to 
be in the hands of the collector. 

Many multipliers for 1976 
were issued in the spring of 
1977. Then too, such a bill in- 
vites budgeting by a school 
district upon the basis of ‘‘what 
can the district get, rather than 
upon what the district needs." 

'S.B. 981 — This bill would aid 
county clerks and treasurers in 
getting property tax bills out on 
time when overlapping districts 
are involved. The county clerks 
of the counties where an 
overlapping district is situated 
would estimate the valuation of 
the district, set the rates and 
compute the Ist installment tax 
billing. 

Then when the multipliers 
were certified, the bills would 
be recalculated and necessary 
adjustments made in the second 
installment tax billing. It has 
received favorable committee 
action. 

S.B. 378 would eliminate the 
current authority of the 
supervisor of assessments, 
county assessor, board of 
assessors or township assessor 
to revise an assessment in any 
year with notice. The bill was 
turned down by the Senate 
Revenue Committee. 

H.B. 1558 proposes, among 
other things, a .10 per cent (10 
cents per $100 of valuation) 
property tax rate to help fund 
the Downstate Teachers’ 
Retirement System. The House 
Personnel, and Pensions 
Committee turned the bill down 
by a 10-0 vote. 

H.B. 2317 proposes to require 
local school districts to levy a 
property tax at a rate not to 
exceed .20 per cent (20 cents per 
$100 of valuation) to pay for part 
of the state’s share of financing 
the Downstate Teachers’ 
Retirement System. The bill 
was sent to an interim study 
committee. 


Should we pay 
for energy—or 
pay for taxes?

How much are you willing to 
pay to prevent the oil com- 
panies from making a windfall 
profit? 

It’s a good idea to ask yourself 
that question, and to try to come 
up with an actual dollars-per- 
year figure. Because only when 
you have such a figure in mind 
will you have a rational basis 
for evaluating our current and 
proposed national energy 
policies. 

These policies have as their 
first priority the prevention of 
windfall profits. Everything 
else — conservation, increased 
supplies and national security 
— is secondary. 

The Carter energy program, 
for example, is designed to 
raise the price paid by the 
consumer without increasing 
the price paid to the producer. 
The net effect, therefore, would 
be to discourage consumption 
without encouraging produc- 
tion. 

We strongly believe the nation 
needs to eliminate wasteful uses 
of energy. But we're going to 
need more energy eventually, 
no matter how carefully we 
ration it. So the Carter program 
proposes to solve only half the 
problem. § 

Suppose. all the government 
controls were lifted — hy 
much, would energy prices 
increase? 

Experts estimate that 
gasoline would go up about 
seven or eight cents per gallon. 
‘The cost of natural gas to the 
consumer would rise by 20 to 50 
per cent. These increases could 
be phased in slowly, over a 
period of years. 

‘The jmportant point is this: 
Price increases that also in- 
crease supplies would not have 
to be as-large as tax increases 
that only reduce consumption. 

Why would higher prices 
expand our supplies? First, 


investment would encourage 
more investment in exploration 
for existing energy sources — 
as well as more investment in 
the search for economical 
alternate sources. 2 
Second, less obviously, the 
amount of fossil fuel available is 
related to its price. Some of it is 
easy to get out of the ground — 


that’s the stuff that 
produced at a low price. 
But a lot of it is difficult to 
recover — too sticky to pump, 
too far down to get to,-etc. 
The higher the price, the 
more an energy company can 
afford to spend on going after 
these “problem” deposits 
There is no shortage of 
domestic fossil fuel. There is a 
shortage of cheap domestic 
fossil fuel 
about those

Where would they come 
from? From the increased 
value of domestic energy 
reserves, if controls were 
removed. 

The world price of oil is about 
$12.50 a barrel. The current 
government ceiling on domestic 
oil averages $7.66 a barrel 

If decontrolled, the price of 
domestic oil would probably 
rise to the world price. The 
effects on natural gas would be 
similar. = 

The difference between the 
two price levels represents the 
“windfall profit.” 

What would the energy 
companies do with their wind- 
fall profits? Most of it would go 
right- back into energy 
production. Profit is, after all, 
the incentive that got us the gas 
and oil in the first place. 

But, in any case,\the govern- 
ment. could insure such a 
“plowback” with some simple 
changes in the tax code. 

However, it now looks as if the 
government is going to try to 
run the energy industry with 
one hand and the consumer’s 
life with the other. This process 
will inevitably entail great 
inefficiencies, as government 
programs always do. 

The inefficiency has a cost, in 
terms of the damage it will do to 
the ‘economy. 

We calculate that ¢ost at 
about $400 per family by 1980, 
plus a loss of 400,000 jobs and a 
two-percentage-point increase 
in inflation. 

This is the cost in comparison 
to a simple continuation of the 
existing: policies, which are 
themselves far from sensible. 

What it all comes down to is.a 
choice between. paying higher 
taxes to the government for 
more government, or paying 
higher prices to the energy 
companies, for more energy. 


Portell delays needed work to make

Tam my own man and was not 
influenced on how to vote. I am 
only sorry to say that Mr. 


Portell is not his own man. 

The day following the City 
Council's action on making the 
office of superintendent. of 
streets appointive, Wednesday, 
April 27, I was contacted by Mr. 
Portell ‘as to why I voted the 
way I did. f 

Mr. Portell said he would like 
a valid reason for my vote. AS 
was stated previously, Mr. 
Portell knocked the aldermen 
for playing politics; the same 
reason is applied to my voting 
the way I did. 

Complaints called in by in- 
cumbent aldermen not voting 
the same way as Mr. Portell 
were shelved until after the 
election. 

An appointive superintendent 
of streets would be less likely to 
operate this way for fear of 
losing his job at any given time. 

An elected superintendent has 
easy sailing for four years, the 
time between elections. 

Since the mayor and City 
Council now get the blame for 
what is not being done by the 
street department, the action by 
the City Council will put the 
blame in their laps officially 
after April 1979. 

Under an elected superin- 
‘tendent of streets, the mayor 
cannot force this official to 
answer calls. 

When the office is appointive, 
unanswered calls will become 
the sole responsibility of the 
mayor. 

In closing, I would like to say 
that it was an honor to serve the + 
people of the First Ward and the 
City of Granite City during my 
14 years as alderman. I am 
thankful for the opportunity to 
serve the public.

Standby gasoline tax 


unlikely—Congressmen

Congress will write a national 
energy program with a closer 
eye on voters than on the White 
House, some Illinois 
congressmen are suggesting. 

For that reason, President 
Carter's proposed gasoline 
standby tax to reduce con- 
sumption has the least likely 
prospect of passing. 

“Our country needs an energy 
policy, but Congress will take 
its directions from the people, 
not the White House,” Rep. 
John N. Erlenborn, R-14th Dist., 
observed. 

“The people will let us know 
which parts of the policy they 
approve and which they want to 
change.” 

Most Congressional - fire 
centers on Carter's proposal to 
add five cents a year to’ the 
price of gasoline over the next 
decade, starting in 1979, for 
every year that consumption 
exceeds a national target. 

White House Energy Adviser 
James R. Schlesinger said in 
the first Congressional hearings 
on the Carter plan that there is a 
50 to 60 per cent chance the 
President would impose, the 
standby gasoline tax if it is 
enacted. 7 

Schlesinger said reducing 
gasoline consumiption to avoid 
the tax is thé kind of challenge 
Americans have risen to in the. 
past. 


Whatever Congress does, it 
had better do it soon, Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns warned last week. He 
said Carter’s proposals for 
“massive” energy taxes and 
rebates will create ‘turmoil’ 
and uncertainty among 
business executives and con- 
sumers. 

“It obviously is important 
that Congress lose no time in 
considering the President's 
energy recommendations,” he 
said. 

Rep. Paul Simon, D-24th 
Dist., said there is little 
evidence to support the con- 
clusions of the President’s 
advisors that increasing the 
price of gasoline will reduce 
consumption. 

“Other portions of the 
President's package can work, 
but this proposal is not likely to 
pass,” Simon said, citing the 
more than 20-cent hike in 
gasoline ‘prices in 1973 during 
the Arab boycott. 

That ‘increase, coupled with 
the 55-mile-an-hour national 
speed limit and shorter hours 
for many service stations, 
temporarily dropped _ gasoline 
consumption about 20 per cent. 

“Consumption is now far 
above that 1973 figure, despite 
the fact that we have retained 
the 55 mph speed limit,"” Cong. 
Simon said. 

If the 50 per cent increase in 
gasoline prices in 1973 failed to

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make a permanent dent in 
consumption, then Pres. Car- 
ter's seven per cent increase 
(inherent in the five-cent-tax) is 
pot likely to succeed either, 
Simon contends. 

Rep. Paul Findley, R-20th 
Dist., also believes the Carter 
plan won't work. 

“I doubt whether a higher 
federal tax on the sale of 
gasoline will cause people to 
drive their cars less frequently 
or fewer miles," he said 

“Certainly, that policy has 
not worked in European 
countries, there has been no 
cutback in miles driven.” 

Rep. Robert McClory, R-13th 
Dist., said using a federal tax as 
a deterrent to the purchase of 
gasoline ‘‘would further burden 
the taxpayer’ with no 
assurance it would actually cut 
consumption. 

“Congress probably will 
devote most of this year to 
President Carter's energy~ 
proposals,’ he added, ‘but even 
with a Democratically con- 
trolled Congress, some of his 
measures face rough days 
ahead.”

GC churches buy sheep 
for needy in Guatemala 


Word has been received from 
Heifer Projects International 
that. the $1,000 offering from 
three Granite City churches has 
been used to send ten sheep to 
Guatemala, church 
representatives. announced 
Monday. 

St. Peter Evangelical United 
Church of Christ, Niedringhaus 
United Methodist and First 
United Presbyterian held 
combined Lenten Midweek 
Worship Services this year. The 
offering from these six services 
was designated for Heifer 
Projects to purchase sheep. 
HPI ships live animals to needy 
areas in this country and round 
the world, a spokesman ex- 
plained. 

Guatemala was the scene of 
one of the worst earthquakes in 
Central American history in 
1976. The country offers a hard 
life to most of its people. Half of 
the population are Indians who 
work hard but earn less than 
$200 per year, the spokesman 


said. 

The HPI representative 
works with 49 agricultural 
missions and agencies to 
provide animals and training 
for these Indian families. 
During 1977, HPI plans to send 
$144,400 worth of animals, 
seeds, books and support for 
field workers to this country. In 
1976 over 1,140 persons attended 
HPI sponsored courses in 

~ various parts of the country, it 
was noted. 

Heifer Projects International 
was begun by Dan West, an 
Indiana farmer. In 1944 the first 
shipment of heifers was sent to 
Puerto Rico. The next year the 
war-ruined countries of Europe 
received shipments of live 
animals, Since then, HPI has 
become worldwide, a self-help 
organization, non-sectarian and 
non-profit, to provide livestock, 
pouitry and training in the care 
of these animals to needy people 
in more than 95 countries 
overseas and more than a dozen 
states in the United States, 
church leaders said. 

This is the second year the 
three downtown Granite City 
churches held their Lenten 
Worship Services together. Two 
were held at each church 
location with the ministers of 
the three churches conducting 
the litiirgy and preaching. Each 
local church provided both 
organ and vocal music when the 
services were at their church. 
An opportunity was provided at 
each church for a fellowship 
period after the worship td 
encourage making new friends 
and renewing acquaintances, it 
was explained. 

The Rev. Robert Kettelhut, 
David Maxton and Roy Baugh, 
ministers of the three churches, 
suggested’ the purchase of live 
animals as the offering project 
again this year as a means to 


resporid in a particular way to 
the world hunger needs. Last 
year during the Lenten Ser- 
vices, another $1,000 was raised 
to send two pregnant heifers 
overseas, 

Plans are now under way by 
the three churches. for a joint 
Vacation Church School June 12 
to 24, to be held at First 
Presbyterian Church, 22nd 
Street and Delmar Avenue. A 
joint men’s rally is being 
planned for the fall along with a 
parking lot ministry for the 
neighborhood children three 
weeks this summer. 

Other plans for the com- 
munity are being developed by 
a Three-Church Task Force 
which has been in action since 
last October. This week the 
three churches concluded a 
series of four Bible studies at 
Niedringhaus United Methodist 
Church under the leadership of 
Professor Walter Brueggemann 
of Eden Seminary, Webster 
Groves, Mo, 

“It is our hope," concluded 
the three pastors, ‘that our 
churches, working in 
cooperation, will be able to 
experience many, other 
meaningful expressions of the 
Christian faith in the future. 
Thus they will enrich their own 
individual lives as well as, the 
lives of others in our community 
and around the world.”

Opportunity for 
grants to study 
abroad for year 


\_ The Institute of International 
Education has announced the 
official opening of the 1978-79 
competition for grants for 
graduate study or research 
abroad in academic fields and 
for professional training in the 
creative and performing arts, 
according to David G. Brown, 
assistant dean of the SIUE 
Graduate School. 

Brown, who also is Fulbright 
program advisor at SIUE, said 
it is expected that 550 awards to 
50 countries will be available'for 
the 1978-79 academic year. 

Purpose of the grants is to 
increase mutual understanding 
between people of the United 
States and other countries 
through exchange of persons, 
knowledge and skills. 

They are provided under 
terms of the Mutual 
Educational and Cultural 
Exchange Act of 1961 
(Fulbright-Hays Act) and by 
foreign governments, 
universities and private donors. 

Applicants must be U.S. 
citizens at the time of ap- 
plication who will generally 
hold a bachelor’s degree or its 
equivalent before the beginning 
date of the grant and, in most 
cases, will be proficient in the 
language of the host country. 

Except for certain specific 
awards, candidates may not 
hold the Ph.D. degree at the 
time of application.

A solar heating workshop for 
contractors, builders, suppliers 
and farmers planning to con- 
struct farm buildings to utilize 
solar energy will be held from 
9:15 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday, 
May 23, at the Ramada Inn, 
Mount Vernon. 

With the energy crisis that 
has developed in the past few 
years, some farmers are 
thinking about using solar 
energy in their farmstead 
planning. Solar energy can be 
used on the farm for grain 
drying, heating of livestock 
buildings and farm workshops. 

New farm buildings being 
constructed can be designed to 
utilize solar energy. Present 
farm buildings can also be 
remodeled to make use of this 
energy source. 

The: workshop, entitled 
“Harnessing the Sun,” will 
focus on utilizing energy in the 
construction of farm buildings. 
Workshop leaders will include 
University of Illinois 
Cooperative Extension Service 
agricultural engineers and staff 
members of the Small Homes 
Council.

should check their fields for 
cutworm activity. 

They should’ check fields as 
corn plants begin to emerge. 
Watch for cut, wilting or 
missing plants. 

When cutworms are less than 
half an inch long, they are 
primarily leaf and whorl 
feeders. A black cutworm does 
not begin cutting plants until it 
is approximately half grown. 

The cutworm varies from % 
inch long when newly hatched to 
1% inches long when fully 
grown. The worms are usually a 
light gray to blackish color and 
have skin granules on their 
body. 

The cutworm adult, which is a 
moth, winters in the south and 
migrates north in the spring. 

There may be cases where 
they would spend the winter in 
Southern Illinois. The adults 
normally lay eggs in the low 
areas of the field, so these spots 
should be checked first. 

When checking a corn field, 
look for freshly cut plants. In 
many cases, the cutworm wi 
cut the corn plant off below 
ground level and pull the plant 
into the burrow it has made 
Just as often, the cutworm will 
cut the plant above ground 
level. 

Cutworms will remain hidden 
in the soil during the day. Dig in 


the soil about three inches on 
each side of the plant. You can 
usually find the cutworm. 

One cutworm is capable of 
cutting several plants. If you 
can find two or more cutworms 
per’ 100 plants and the worms 
are present, treat the area at 
once. 

For control, apply 20 to 40 
pounds of 5 per cent carbaryl 
per acre directly into the row. 

‘To get effective control with 
the carbaryl spray, mix one 
quart of molasses or one quart 
of Tractum per acre as an at- 
traction to the cutworms. Use 15 
to 20 gallons of water per acre. 
If an attractant is not used with 
the spray, it will be necessary to 
cultivate after spraying to 
enhance control.
